Two soldiers hurt 
by Gaza grenade

A grenade thrown from the court- 
yard of the Nasr Eye Hospital near 
the Sheikh Radwan neighbourhood 
of Gaza City yesterday wounded

Troops immediately fired into the 
air, dispersing people in the area; 
and while the two soldiers were 
evacuated to Barzilai Hospital in 
Ashkelon, soldiers closed the sur- 
rounding area to search for the per- 
petrators. 

They found the pin and handle of 
a Soviet-made F-1 grenade in the 
bospital’s courtyard. 

In other parts of the Gaza Strip 
troops firing plastic bullets shot and 
wounded three Palestinians in clash- 
es, the IDF spokesman said. 

It is rare for live ammunition to be 
used against clearly identifiable sol- 
diers, Local sources said the PLO 
had instructed its supporters in the 
territories not to use such weapons 
against the IDF. Attacks have gen- 
erally involved home-made petrol 
bombs.

China agrees to Israel

Relations between Israel and Chi- 

pa have taken a significant step for- 
ward following Chinese agreement 
to allow Israel to open an academic 


liaison office in Peking, and the es- 
tablishment of government-linked 
companies in both couatries to coor- 
dinate economic projects. 

China has agreed in principle to 

host an official Israeli representative 
in the Chinese capital who would 
Serve as an academic liaison for vis- 
iting Israeli scholars, sources in Je- 
Tusalem said last night. 
The agreement. which has yet to 
be finalized formally, would allow 
for the first official Israeli represen- 
tation in China, although it is not 
clear yet whether the Israeli official 
would reside in Peking on a tempo- 
rary or a permanent basis. 

At the same time, both countries. 
have decided to formalize their eco- 


nomic relations by setting up gov- 
ernment-owned economic bodies to 
coordinate investments and eco- 
nomic projects. The Israeli govern- 
ment company, it was learned, is 
currently examining over 20 large- 
scale economic projects to be car- 
ried out in China. 

In a meeting in New York with 
Foreign Minister Shimon Peres sev- 
eral weeks ago, Chinese Foreign 
Minister Qian Qichen expressly 
asked that no news of bilateral rela- 
tions between the two countries be 
made public. 

China has shown a growing inter- 
est in Israeli scholarly publications, 
and an increasing number of aca- 
demics have visited Chinese univer- 
sities for stays of up to one year. 

The academic liaision would pro- 
vide a formal foothold in China, 
which officials hope could soon blos- 
som into a higher-level official 
representation.

Most scientists believe the concentration of gases which cause the green- 

house effect — carbon dioxide from burning fossil-fuels, methane from cattle 
and paddy fields, nitrous oxides from fertilizers and chloroffuorocarbons 
from aerosol cans and refrigeraters — will have doubled by ‘about the year 
2025. 
Unep estimates this may lead to an increase of 1.5 degrees Centigrade in 
average world temperatures and a rise of 19.8 centimetres in sea level. But 
because of the slowness of the oceans to absorb and release heat, temperature 
and sea level will continue to rise over several decades by 3 degrees and 60 
cms, — even if there is no further pollution. _ 

More pessimistic calculations suggest the seas could rise by 1.37 metres by

“The picture is entirely clear that 
an interim government preparing 
for democratie elections is systemat- 
ically sacking those who took part in 
the peaceable movement to press 
for such elections,” one Western 
diplomat said. 

‘There has been no official confir- 
mation of the purge, but the sources 
said it bad had a bad affect on mo- 
tale in the government apparatus. 

The army took over in Burma af- 
ter six months of national protest 
and violent repression in which 
thousands were killed, promising 
general élections as soon as order 
was restored. But most Burmese 
identify them only with the adminis- 
tration of Ne Win, the retired gener- 
al who led his country to economic 

- ruin and international isolation in a 
generation of repressive rule. 


ALGIERS (AP) - There was out- 
ward calm in Algiers yesterday, with 
life slowly returning to normal after 
more than 400 people were killed in 
a week of bloody unrest. 

No official casualty toll has been 
released. But reports from various 
hospital, medical and police sources 
in the Algerian capital indicated at 
least 400 deaths and more than 
1,000. injured. The French news 
agency estimated the number of 
dead at 500. 

Thirty-five demonstrators -- in- 
cluding a correspondent for the offi- 
cial rian news agency — were 
reported killed in a new outbreak of 
violence Monday night shortly be- 
fore a widely awaited speech by 
President Chadli Benjedid. 

Diplomatic and family sources 
said Sid Ali Benmechiche, a senior 


editor at Algerie Presse Service. was 
shot down by a burst of machine gun 
fire on Monday night. 

There was widespread displeasure 
with Chadli’s television address de- 
spite the government's vigorous ef- 
forts to drum up support. It was the 
first time the president had been 
heard from officially since the riots 
over prices and food shortages be- 
gan a week ago. 

The news agency. the newspa- 
pers, radio and television carried re- 
ports about messages of support for 
the president said to be coming in 
from outlying districts. 

The messages did not conceal the 
fact that Benjedid's speech. promis- 
ing far-reaching economic and polit- 
ical changes, contained insufficient 
detail to satisfy the average 
Algerian.

Rouis said he was “extremely op- 
imistic” about the outcome of the

Meanwhile, however, the army 
and its tanks remained lined up in 
the most affected districts. including, 
Bab-el-Oved, Belcourt and Ruis- 
seau. and its helicopter gunships 
continued to.circle overhead. 

Shops were half-open —- that is, 
shopkeepers kept their iron curtains 
ready to descend at any moment -- 
and the public bought basic food- 
Stuffs in large quantities. 

Loads of flour, butter. semolina 
and cooking oil were brought into 
Algiers during the night and were 
sold at government-subsidized 
prices to all comers. Until last week, 
butter was available only on the 
black market at prices around 60 
dinars ($10), compared with the 
subsidized price of 24 dinars ($4).

British agents

TAMPA (AFP).~ U.S. authorities, 
with help from French and British 
police, have smashed a $32 million 
drug-money laundering ring based 
in Florida, press reports said bere 
yesterday. 
U.S. customs agents lured nine 
to the U.S. and arrested 
them bere on Sunday by staging a 
fake wedding of a pseudo-drug fi- 
pancier seeking help ἐπ hiding his 
drug profits, according to the 7am- 


pa (Florida) Tribune. 


. The drug financier was a U.S: cus- 
toms service agent, the paper said. 

Five of the nine suspects arrested 
were past or present employees of 
the Bank of Credit and Commerce 
International (BCC1). 

BCCI attorney Marty Steinberg 
said the bank originally was founded 
in the early 1970s and was owned by 
ἃ Luxembourg-based holding com- 
pany. Its main business was issuing 
letters of credit and financing inter- 
nationa] business deals, he. said. 
Steinberg said Iqbal Ashraf, a Paki- 
Stani-born British citizen, opened 
BCCI's Tampa branch in late 1984. 

In London, British Customs. 
agents said two businessmen there 
had been charged in connection with 
the money-laandering case. The Ca- 
ble News Network reported that 
British police had seized “tens of 
thousands of British pounds” in con- 
nection with the case. 

French Customs agents in Wash- 
ington said two managers of the 
bank's Paris branch were arrested 
and an arrest warrant has been is- 
sued for a third manager. 


U.S. bases in 
Philippines 
to cost $500m. 


MANILA (AFP) - President Cora- 
zon Aquino said yesterday there was 
still no final agreement on how 
much Washington would pay for 
military bases in the Philippines but 
confirmed that it should exceed 500 
million dollars annually for 1990-91. 

She issued the statement as her 
chief negotiator, Foreign Secretary 
Raul Manglapus, remained in 
Washington to hammer out details 
of a draft agreement governing 
Clark Air Base and Subic Naval 
Base, whose lease expires in 1991. 

Washington is seeking an exten- 
sion of the lease, and officials on 
both sides say the compensation 
package could swing Manila’s think- 
ing on whether to let the bases stay 
or not amid mounting local opposi- 
tion to thent. ᾿ 

“The compensation package for 
the U.S. military facilities is sall un- 
der discussion,” Mrs. Aquno said in 
a statement read by spokesman Teo- 
doro Benigno.She stressed that the 
figure “refers to the hard cr cash 
pordon of that package, excluding 
the so-called creative portion.” 

Officials involved in the talks said 
the “bard” component would in- 
clude at least $456 million in cash, 
arms and commodities, while the 
“creative” or “soft” portion would 
consist of debt relief, expanded base 
purchases and other indirect forms 
of compensation. 

U.S. Embassy spokesman Gerald 
Huchel said they were still waiting 
tor official word from Washington.

ISLAMABAD, (AFP) - Afghan re- 
bels seized the town of Asadabad in 
Kunar province yesterday and cap- 
tured nearly 500 Kabul goverment 
troops after heavy fighting which 
left dozens dead. Mujahadeen 
sources here said. 

At least 41 soldiers of the Soviet- 
backed Kabul regime were killed in 
the assault but reports of losses were 
still coming in, they said. 

Soviet-Afghan planes yesterday 
began bombing the abandoned gar- 
rison and “liberated areas“. The air 
raids were “heavy,” the resistance 
sources added. At least a dozen Mu- 
jabedeen were killed by land mines 
in the city. 

Asadabad. in northeast Afghani- 
stan, is the second provincial capital 
to fall into rebel hands in the past 
week, : 

. Resistance sources said 450 Af- 
’ ghan soldiers and 32 officers, includ- 
ing Kabul secret police Khad agents 
were captured in Asadabad while 
many fled to Jalalabad in tanks, ar- 


meured cars and helicopters after 
the surprise attack. 

The guernlas scized 62 military 
vehicles including some tanks in per- 
fect condition and more than 1,000

Do-it-yourself satellite 


PROBABLY the last place one 
would expect to find a satellite sta- 
tion is in the middie of a marrow 
field in the Pakistani frontier town 
of Peshawar. 


Every day at 5 p.m.. a portable 
satellite station is taken out of eight 
small boxes and erected among the 
marrow, to the astonishment of the 
locals and the fury of the farmer. 
Hundreds of villagers gather round 
wide-eyed as the scene is transmit- 
ted thousands of miles away to 
Cormwall in the UK. a country most 
of them have never heard of. 


At first, the staff at the Goonhilly 
Down receiving station, run by Brit- 
ish Telecom, are equally surprised 
to receive the signal. “You are so 
clear we thought you must be just up 
the road.” comes the response. 

After eight years of designing and 
testing, Richard Cleghom-Brown, 
managing director of SNG Services 
(SNG stands for satellite news gath- 
ering) believes the company has cre- 
ated the world’s smallest satellite 
station, at 6 ft high. capable of com- 
municating from anywhere. 

It means that in future television 
crews may πὸ longer need to do 
battle with the local television sta- 
tion to arrange satellite feed. but 
can travel with their own station. 
The SNG team, now working on the 
sixth version. have halved the total 
volume of equipment each year for 
the past three years. The Mark Five 
weighs 150 kg and can be carried by 
two men.

THE KEY IS that every piece 
should fit into accompanied baggage 
of the size stipulated by internation- 
al airlines. The video exciter to 
boost the signal is now a quarter of 
its original size and the combined 
size of the amplifier, beacon receiv- 
er, satellite television receiver, sig- 
nal monitoring system and video ex- 
citer is that of a home music centre. 
Two men and two stations fit into 
a Land Raver and the equipment 
can be assembled in 20 minutes. 
The most important feature is the 
antenna system which conrprises an 
off-centre feed and segmented re- 
flector dish, 1.5m across. which 
splits into four petals. Made of an 
aluminium-glass composite. it is 
light enough to be easily carried but 
rigid enough to prevent distortion 
during repeated dismantling and 
reassembly. 
jt is far more sophisticated than 
the original antenna - a metal dish 
with an elephant-trunk-shaped re- 
ceiver. Experiments with fibre-rein- 
forced glass were abandoned when 
it proved too heavy and prone to 
distortion. ἃ 
Cleghorn-Brown says the design 
of the dish és critical because it en- 
ables the use of a small travelling 
wave tube amplifier, which does not 
need much power. “A few years ago 
hundreds of watts of powcr were 
needed, now it is less than 150 


THE TEAM came to Pakistan in 
1986. It might seem a strange choice 
in view of the bureaucratic jungle to’ 
be negotiated: but, as Cleghorn- 
Brown explains, “Pakistan is a living 
laboratory presenting all the ex- 
tremes of condition and climate one 
could ever encounter. It has every- 
thing from deserts to 10 of the 
world's 30 highest mountains.” 
SNG is helping Pakistan to improve 
its news coverage and satellite re- 
ception, as well as giving training in 
camera techniques. 

So far the project has eaten up 
£2m including compensation for the 
marrow farmer. Much was raised as 
venture capital, while the European 
company Satelscoop has taken out a 
year's contract to use the station for 
news footage. 

Rather than sell the stations, SNG 
hopes to set up a worldwide news 
gathering service. It intends to have 
ἃ team in each hemisphere, which 
will go to the most inaccessible 
events. 

To facilitate this, SNG's sister 
company, Pegasus Skylink, is pro- 
ducing microlite flexwing acro- 
planes, light and cheap two-man air- 
craft that are hag eg of 

wered hang-gliders, Three micro- 
Ha are bp 85:5) in Pakistan.

THE DAY OF death is better 
than the day of birth, says that 
proto-, and sometimes self-con- 
tradictory, sceptic Ecclesiastes 
(7:1), whose ruminations on fu- 
tility Jews read, appropriately, 
during the Succot winter-induc- 
tion synagogue rites. The Tal- 
mudic sages explain: When a 
person dies, we know what he 
bas endured and achieved, 
whereas at his birth we are wary 
about what he may be in for and 
letting the world in for. 


This may be the source of the 
Jewish custom of holding a Ai- 
lula, “revelry,” on the anniver- 
sary of the death of a beloved or 
revered one. Besides visiting 
the graveside, where special 
prayers are sajd, the “‘cele- 
brants” sit down to food and 
drink, including spirits, and re- 
call the deceased's good acts 
and qualities, review his teach- 
ings, sing his songs, read his 
writings. 

Also in the spirit of Ecclesias- 
tes, Jews traditionally do not 
celebrate birthdays except a 
boy’s reaching the age of re- 
sponsibility at 13 and a day. 

Yet great religious figures are 
known to have celebrated their 
birthdays. R. Avraham Sofer- 
Schreiber (“Ketav Sofer‘*} 
made a thanksgiving party on 
reaching 50. The Talmud relates 
that R. Yosef similarly celebrat- 
ed his 60th birthday. R. Ya'ir 
‘Bacharach (“Havot Ya'ir") rec- 
ommends making a birthday 
party on reaching 70 at which 
the celebrant delivers a Tora 
discourse and recites the “She- 
heheyanu ” benediction. A re~ 
sponsum in Beir Yisrael ap- 
proves a similar celebration by a 
scholar of his 80th birthday. 


And contrary to Ecclesiastes, 
the Midrash Sechel Τὸν writes: 
“Most people cherish the day 
they were born and celebrate it 
by making a party." In the same 
pt the author of the Ginzei 
‘osef tesponsa reports knowing, 
“scholars and pious men” who 
make a point of eating a new 
fruit or wearing a new garment 
On every birthday so they might 
recite the “Sheheheyanu.”

In Jewish tradition, the cate- 
pry “old age” is reached at 60. 
nty is the age of the “hoary 
head,” and 80 is that of gevura, 
which one scholar-translator, R. 
Ben Zion Bokser, renders as 
“grace of special vigour.” 
Shakespeare did not care for 
old age, writing in The Passion- 
ate Pilgrim: “‘Age. 1 ‘do abhor 
thee; ‘youth. I do adore 
thee...Age, I ‘do defy thee./ O 
. sweet shepherd, hie thee/ For 
methinks thou stays too long.” 


In the U.S., a study some 
years ago found that the suicide 
rate among the elderly in the 
population in general! rises on 
Thanksgiving Day and Christ- 
mas. The apparent reason is the 
intensification off, these family- 
‘centred holidays of the al- 
Teady-acute loneliness felt by el- 
derly persons who have no kin 
or other companions taking an 
interest in them, and in whom 
they can take an interest. 


A just-reported study com- 
pared the death rates of Jews 
and non-Jews in California dur- 
ing the Pessah season in the 
years 1966-1984. It found that 
the death rate among Jews in 
the week after Pessah was sig- 
nificantly higher than in the 
week preceding it, and that 
there was no change whatever in 
the death rate among a contro! 
group of non-Jews. Pessah is a 
Joyous and traditionally family- 
and/or community-centered 
holiday, and being engaged in 
the preparations for it, or at 
least looking forward to it, can 
bolster the will to live, which, 
the researchers note. can defer 
death. 


Prof. Dan Michaeli, director 
of the Tel Aviv Medical Centre 
and former director-general of 
the Health Ministry, recently 
cited loneliness as the primary 
cause of medical complaints 
among the aged. He suggested 
that those engaged in geriatric 
medicine ought to concentrate 
On the treatment of loneliness. 
Or as Lancer magazine once 
wrote: “It may be more impor- 
tant to know what kind of pa- 
tient has the disease than what 
kind of disease the patient has." 


Interestingly, the classical 
Jewish sources consider neglect 
of and disrespect for the aged 
signs of corrupt times. On the 
other hand, a major feature of 
the Redemption-time, accord- 
ing to Zechariah (8). will be ald 
men and women sifting out in 
Jerusalem's streets alongside 
playing children.

THE FRENCH have finally discov- 
ered the “boureka,” that Israeli film 
speciality which broke our box of- 
fice records in the ‘70s. Whether 
writer-director Etienne Chatiliez 
ever saw Charlie and Half or 
Shooker or not. his film La Vie est 
un Long Fleuve Tranquille (“Life is 
ἃ Long, Quiet River") is as vulgar, 
superficial, aggressive and commer- 
cial as ever were. Sure, it's been 
doing fantastic business, and no 
doubt the populists will once again 
claim it is only spoiled. pretentious 
critics who can resist the film's obvi- 
ous charms. 

Hard as I ery, I can work up very 
little enthusiasm for this story about 
two families, each one a caricature 
of a certain way of life, who are 
brought together by a medical error 
unveiled a dozen years too late. 

The Quesnoys are a typical 
French bourgeois family occupying 
a big. fancy ὀουϑε α the best part of 
town. They are all organized, prop- 
er, God-fearing, useful members of 
arespectable society. M. Quesnoy is

their well-bred, polished quintet of 
children are being raised to be as 
upstanding as their parents. 

The Groseilles are a bunch of 
loud-mouthed louts, social para- 
sites, sloppy and terribly immoral. 
Their five children are rascals who 
run riot in the streets and are always 
cooking up some plot or other with 
the Arab grocer who lives down- 
stairs. They are the kind of neigh- 
bours you'd wish on your worst enc- 
my. The father has been wounded in 
Algiers and pretends to be an inva- 
lid.

Brel’s eternal ballad

BELGIUM IS revelling in nostalgia 
and pride as it marks the 10th anni- 
versary of the death of Jacques Brel, 
the singer-songwriter who found 
fame with his haunting ballads only 
after abandoning his native country 
for France. 

Brel — hailed as one of the most 
important French-language singers 
of all time -- died of lung cancer at 
the age of 49. He shares the fate of 
20th-century compatriots Magrine, 
Simenon and Herge (the creator of 
cartoon character Tintin), who are 
widely thought of as French. But 
unlike the others, he made no secret 
of his dislike of many aspects of 
Belgium and spent: much of his life 
in hs adopted county.

THE EDITOR of October, the widely-circulat- 
ed Egyptian weekly, Salah Muntasir, in a 
lengthy article recounts a conversation about the 
circumstances surrounding Gamal Abdel Nas- 
ser's death, between Chinese leader Chou En-lai 
and an Egyptian delegation.

He had to contend with the Rogers Plan and 
with Black September -- the Hashemite massacre 
of the PLO in Jordan. 

Despite his poor state of health, Nasser con- 
vened an Arab summit in Cairo and at its close 
he personally escorted every king and president 
to his plane. While accompanying the Jast lead- 
er, the ruler of Kuwait, he felt a pain in his heart 
‘and’ was rushed home. His doctors established 
that he was suffering from another coronary 
infarct in the main artery of his heart. He was 
very weak and his beartbeat was irregular. His 
last words were: “Thank God. now I feel bet- 
ter.” Immediately after that, his heart stopped 
beating. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Rifai has claimed that Nasser 
did not die of a heart attack but of ἃ mis- 
diagnosis and incorrect treatment. He says that 
Nasser received a shot of insulin and did not 
drink or eat after receiving it; this. according to 
the doctor, hastened his death. The doctor dis- 
missed the rumour that Nasser died of poisoning 
at the hands of a-homeopathic doctor.

Promise new offensive against Iraqi army 


Kurdish rebels plan winter of war

WITH ONLY one six-mile valley 
left in their hands in Iraq, the pesh- 
merga guerrilas of the Kurdish Front 
are consolidating in the mountains 
of Kurdish Iran, preparing to strike 
back in a winter campaign. 

In the past weeks the Front has 
withdrawn its headquarters and sup- 
plies from Iraq. The two main Kurd- 
isb groups are establishing new base 
camps across the border. 

North of Saqqgez, the Patriotic 
Union of Kurdistan (PUK) base sits 
at the end of the valley which leads 
to Iraq and Shavay village. the last 
village under Kurdish resistance 
control. 

The new base of the Kurdish 
Democratic Party is west of Umuri. 
close to where the Turkish, Iraqi. 
and Iranian borders meet. Hosp- 
tials, air raid shelters, and stone 
homes for protection against the 
coming snows are being built by the 

errillas. But the spectre of total 

pendence on Iran is one the Kurd- 
ish leadership wishes to limit. 

The Iranians are providing the 
arms, supplies, and money to enable 
the Kurdish Front to continue its 
fight, but there is no assurance that 
supplies will continue if a ceasefire 
treaty is hammered out between 
Iran and Iraq in Geneva. 

With that in mind, the Kurdish 
leadership ordered an evacuation to 
Turkey rather than Iran when the 
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Iraqi offensive began in August. Ac- 
cording to Genera! Nausherwan, 
no.2 in the PUK and in charge of its 
military campaign, they were aware 
of the impending attack for nearly 
two weeks, But instead of going to 
Tran, the refugees were sent to Tur- 
key in a diverison exercise. 

Behind them they left a deserted 
land. The only people in the coun- 
tryside are Iraqi soldiers. The vil- 
lages have been levelled and those 
who stayed behind have been berd- 
ed into concentration centres on the 
outskirts of Abril, Kirkuk, and 
Salamanya. 

In the wake of the chemical weap- 
ons attack on Halabaja in which 
thousands of Kurds died, the five 
separate Kurdish groups came to- 
gether in May and agreed to a joint 
leadership. 

In the mountain camps the reor- 


ganization of the now united anny is . 


under way. About 1,000 pershmerga 
have infiltrated from Lran to Iraqi 
Kurdistan. But future battles wii 
Saddam Hussein's Iraqi army will 
not be fought in the conventional 
pattern of the past. 


THE KURDISTANS of Iran and 
Iraq are increasingly becoming mili- 
tary-dominated zones. In the past 
three years, the Iraqis have razed 
most of the 3,000 villages which 
were home to the Kurdish rebels; so 
far 25,000 Kurds have died in the 
guerrilla war. From their poor base 
camps, the Iraqi Kurds say they will 
launch a new offensive against the

Iraqi army. Dr. Kamal Khoshnaw, a 
spokesman for the Kurdish resis- 
tance, said: “We are planning a 
long-term campaign of politicization 
in the cities, where we will carry out 
assassinations of government offi- 
cials. We plan ta work like the IRA, 
not one big bomb every day.” 

General Nausherwan declared: 
“Saddam has won the battle, but he 
has not won the war against the 
Kurdish people. From now on we 
will commit ourselves τὸ working in 
the cities. We will fight Lrayi woops 
in Iraqi cities.* 

Meanwhile, at Shavay village the 
rubble of mortar-shelled homes 
stands in the shade of walnut trees. 
Chickens and geese wander at will 
as the men and women harvest small 
fields of wheat. Other Kurds, smug- 
gers going to Iraq or fleeing to Iran, 
pass through, leading ponies carry- 
ing their possessions and children. 

The village has no electricity or 
any of the “essentials” Westerners 
take for g.anted. Mliterate fathers 
work beside their barefoot children 
who will never go to school. Like 
many mountain villages, the biggest 
building is the mosque but the hard- 
line interpretation of the Koran is

They have witnessed their 
country's destruction and the level- 
ling of the villages of their home- 
land.

Despite Black Monday 


In U.S., the rich stay rich

NEW YORK -- The stock market 
crash last year re-aligned the for- 
tunes of the wealthiest Americans, 
but the reaily rich are still really 
rich, with 51 billionaires on the list ~ 
two more than in 1987, a new survey 
indicates. 

Forbes magazine says its annua! 
survey found the 400 wealthiest 
Americans had a total worth of 
about $220 billion at mid-year, 
enough to wipe out the U.S. govern- 
ment budget deficit, or nearly 
enough to cover the cost of the en- 
tire U.S. military budget, which 
amounted to $2876. in 1987. 

Last year’s Oct. 19 financial mar- 
ket debacle reduced the fortunes of 
many of the ultra-afftuent 400. The 
magazine dropped 22 people from 
the list because their fortunes 
slipped below Forbes’ $225 million- 
doliar cutoff. 

Still, the average fortune on the 
list comes to $551m., up $1m. from 
last year. 

The list appears in the Oct. 24 
edition of Forbes, a leading U.S. 
business, magazine, and is based on 
holdings as of Aug. 30. 

Sam Walton, 70, easily held the 
No. 1 spot for-the fourth year-in a 
Tow, even, though his net worth 
shrank by a whopping $2b. follow- 
ing the crash... .

MANAMA (AFP) -- Competition 
among the flourishing English-lan- 
guage press in the Gulf is increasing 
as newspapers envisage breaking 
out from their national frontiers to 
become regional publications. _ 

The newspapers cater for expatri- 
ates - mostly from the Indian sub- 
continent but also many Europeans 
and North Americans - and ἃ small 
minority of ep amare focals 
in ali six Gulf Cooperation Council 
(GCC) states: Bahrain, Kuwait, Qa- 
tar, Oman, Saudi Arabia and the 
United Arab Emirates (UAE). 

They provide a varying mixture of 
international news, some local news 
and a smattering of celebrity fea- 
tures. All have been publishing for 
about 10 years, and ail claim to be 
making money. 

Founded in 1978, Bahrain's Gulf 
Daily News (GDN) hit its present 
average 11,500 circulation around 


1984 and has been holding steady 


ever since, 

The figure may appear small, but 
set against a totaf Bahraini popula- 
tion οἵ under 400.000 ~ of whom 
many are non-English speakers — it 
ts equivalent to million-plus sales in 
Britain or France.

Bejski’s ghost has risen 


ἡ Five years, almost to the day. af- 
ter the bank share collapse, and two 
and a half years after the publication 
of the Bejski report that revealed 
how and why that crush occurred. a 
feading banker has been arraigned 
on charges stemming from the bank 
share “regulation’, 


Perhaps the most absurd state- 
Ment made yesterday was that of 
Mordechai Einhom’s lawyer. who 
was quoted by Itim as saying that 
“the charges refer to an old incident 
that happened five years ago.” Had 
he said that in front of Justice 
Bejski. the reply would have been 
short and simple: “So what?" 

In October 1988 the bank share

Efforts to improve the passenger 
train service on the Haifa-Tel Aviv 
main line will be made immediated- 
ly with the newly available funds. 
The stations and coaches are to be 
renovated and the coaches aircondi- 
tioned.

lines. An estimated NIS 400,000 will 
also be spent for planning suburban 
commuter railways in the Dan and 
Haifa region. 

All these steps are scheduled for 
completion by April 1989. On the 
freight side, 43 kilometres of track 
on the mineral run in the Negev will 
be replaced, 20 new grain-carrying 
cars will be purchased and the loco- 
motive garage in Dimona will be 
completed.

Survey soon on levels of radon gas in public buildings «

A survey to find out whether 
there are dangerous levels of radon 
gas in buildings will soon be con- 
ducted in various parts of the coun- 
try by the Health and Energy Minis- 
tries and the Atomic’ Energy 
Commission, The Jerusalem Post 
has learned. The gas, ἃ uatural car- 
cinogen that is the product of radio- 
active decay of uranium in rocks and __ 
soil, was recently detected during a 
spot-check in Arad, but it did not 
teach dangerous levels. 

The health dangers of radon are 
receiving wide publicity in the U.S. 
According to a recent survey of 
homes in seven states by the Envi- 
ronmental ‘Protection Agency 
(EPA), one out of every three 
houses kad radon levels that threat- 
ened human health. - 

Dr. Shmuel Brenner, director of 
the Health Ministry's Institute for 
Environmental Health, said: “We 
just don't know yet if it is a problem 
in Israel. We aren't sure where there 
is uranium in potentially hazardous

Over 40s can get immunized 


Health Ministry says not n

While 450.000 kindergarten and 
schoolchildren were. vaccinated yes- 
terday, bringing the total during the 
first three days of the national cam- 
paign to 1.25 million, private phar- 
miacies received 170,000 dases of po- 
lio vaccine and are offering it to 
those aged 40 and over who want to 
be immunized - against Health Min- 
istry advice. The over-d0s may buy 
the 10-dose vial for NIS10 if they 
have a doctor's prescription. but it 
will not be administered by a public- 
health nurse in the pharmacy itself. 

Vaccination stations were also 
opened yesterday at Ben-Gurion 
Airport to treat incoming tourists 
who insist on receiving the vaccine, 
although the ministry says it is un- 
necessary if they were immunized as 
children. A station was also opened 
at the Rafiah border crossing point. 
since Egypt has demanded vaccina- 
tion certificates for incoming tour- 
ists, even. though Egypt itself has 
reported over 2,000 cases of paralyt- 
ic polio in the past three years, 


Vaccination of the 1.2 million 
West Bank and Gaza residents-be- 
gins today. 

The ministry has repeatedly ad- 
vised that it is “completely unneces- 
sary” for those aged over 40 to be 
immunized: They have survived 
previous polio epidemics and there- 
by attained immunity. 

The ministry says that an adult 
vaccinated for the first time has a 1 
in 500,000 to 1 in a million chance of 
getting the paralytic disease from 
the vaccine, while the danger is 
much less if the adult has been vacci- 
nated before. But the Israel Phar- 
macists’ Association asserts that 
older people have been demanding 
the vaccine and that the government 
should not stop the pharmacies 
pharmacies from supplying it. The 
doses being sold have been tested by 
the Health Ministry. | 

The association has asked the 
ministry to send a public-health 
nurse to each of its 416 member ta 
administer the serum on the spot, 
but the ministry said its nurses are 
busy immunizing at schools and

Wallerstein informed the IDF, his 
lawyers said, that he was going to 
the area to cool tempers there’ and 
to report to the army on what was 
happening.

He saw a 
group of demonstrators running to- 
ward his car, some of them throwing 
large stones.
